the Navy said the top intelli­ 
gence officer at Johnson's head­ 
quarters in Japan testified he 
was not aware the North Ko­ 
reans threatened '‘determined 
countermeasures” against U.S.

Pueblo sailed. 
The intelligence officer, Capt. 


Thomas L. Dwyer, said also he 
didn’t know of any effective way 
to destroy secret material such 
as the Pueblo carried, then or 
now, the Navy said.

Lloyd M. Bucher, testified in 
open sessions last week that 
Johnson inspected the Pueblo 
two days before it left his head­ 
quarters at Yokosuka, Japan.

Fifteen 
Iraqis

Baghdad Radio said 200,000 
people, shouting “ Death to all 
traitors” took to the streets in 
Baghdad as soon as the execu­ 
tions were announced and con­ 
verged on Liberation Square. 
Eleven of the bodies were hang­ 
ing there, each wrapped with a 
poster bearing the text of his 
death sentence. 
Four others were hanged in 
Basra, the southern port city. 
They were convicted nearly 
two w'eeks ago by a four-man 
court. 
Their 
death sentences 
were approved Sunday night by 
President Ahmed Hassan El 
Bakr. 
The sentences were handed 
down by a four-man court Jan. 
14-15 after a two-week secret 
trial, Baghdad Radio said. The 
broadcast did not say whether 
any of the executions had been 
performed. 
It broadcast six hours of tape 
recordings it said were made 
during the secret trial. These in­ 
dicated the accused were con­ 
victed of spying in Basra, Iraq’s 
southern port, since the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war. 
The broadcast said they sent 
reports about Iraqi armament 
to Israel with a wireless trans­ 
mitter concealed in a Christian 
church in Basra, by ships dock­ 
ing at Basra and through the 
U.S. consulate in Ibadan, Iran. 
The broadcast said the spy 
ring received instructions from 
Israel by way of secret agents 
in Holland. It said the ring was 
uncovered two months ago when 
foreign ships docked in Basra 
intercepted a signal sent by the 
church transmitter. 
Baghdad Radio said testimo­ 
ny revealed the spies mostly 
sent information about Iraq’s 
air force and various types of 
Soviet rockets used by the Iraqi 
army. It added the spy ring aiso 
trained a sabotage and assassi­ 
nation group in Ibadan which 
dynamited a road bridge in Bas­ 
ra last yer.

Genetic manipulation, like nuclear 
energy, holds promise for both im­ 
provement of human civilization and 
its destruction. “Genetic manipulation” 
r* a broad term covering many diverse 
fields of scientific endeavor relating to 
the improvement of the species. 
By controlling genes, which largely 
determine the physical and mental 
characteristics of a person, it is entirely 
possible that scientists of the future 
can create what they consider to be 
the “perfect man.” 
They also very probably will be able 
to eliminate certain hereditary diseases 
simply by genetic manipulation. 
But, on the other side of the ledger, 
scientists also will be able to use their 
new technology to satisfy the baser 
instincts of man. Prof. Harold P. Green 
of 
George 
Washington 
University 
outlined one of these when he told a 
scientific audience recently: 


“The ability to create new forms of 
life might lead ta the generation of 
a new form of sub-human species to 
perform man’s menial tasks in a 
condition of slavery.” 
Prof. Green is concerned about such 
misuses of this new technology. He 
urges the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science to take the 
lead in formulating a “public policy 
for genetic manipulation.” 
He is convinced “a society which is 
concerned 
about 
its 
future 
must 
necessarily face up to the implications 
of such a technology and make con­ 
scious decisions as to the types of social 
control 
to 
be 
imposed* upon 
the 
technology and its practitioners.” 
Experiments in genetic manipulation 
have been limited to bacteria and 
certain other lower forms of life. But 
it is not too soon to be thinking about 
the day when man himself will be the 
subject.

RAWALPINDI, 
P a k i s t a n 
(AP) — Three persons were 
killed 
and IO injured when 
troops fired on mobs violating a 
curfew in Dacca and its port 
city of Narayanganj in East 
Pakistan Sunday, officials said. 
Antigovernment 
demonstra­ 
tions also continued in Karachi, 
West Pakistan’s biggest city, 
where police used tear gas and 
steel-tipped clubs to control a 
crowd of 3,000 who stoned mu­ 
nicipal offices, set fire to five 
buildings and wrecked 12 buses. 
It was the third day of new 
outbursts against the govern­ 
ment of President Mohammed 
Ayub Khan. The unrest began 
last fall when students demon­ 
strated for government and edu­ 
cation reforms. It was height­ 
ened when AyUb arrested sever­ 
al political leaders Nov. 13 on 
charges of inciting violence. 
More than 400 persons have 
been arrested in Karachi in the 
last three days, and officials es­ 
timated IOO persons have been 
injured.
